Christened  Satterday  28°  of  the  same. 

My  son  Richard,  born  Decbr  13°  being  tuesday  1698  between  1 & 2 in  ye  morn : 
baptized  ye  20th  ditto. 

My  daughter  Mary,  born  Decr  14°,  being  thursday,  1699,  about  3 in  ye  morn : 
baptiz’d  ye  20th  ditto. 

My  son  Richard,  born  March  ve  21st  1700  [query  error  for  1701.  See  previous 
birth]  being  friday,  a few  minutes  before  8 at  night  baptized  Tuesday  25th  ditto. 

My  daughter  Elizabeth  born  Sept.  ye  15th  being  Tuesday  about  4 in  yc  morn : 
baptized  ye  22  Foil : 1702. 

My  son  Robert  born  Sept.  3d  (being  friday)  1703  ab‘  11°  in  the  morn  : baptized 
yc  5°  Foil : being  Sunday. 

My  son  Thomas,  born  friday  ffeby  1°  1705  ab‘  4 in  the  morn : baptiz’d  ye  same 
Evening. 

My  son  Hugh,  born  tuesday  Xber  23°  1707  abl  6 in  ye  Evening  at  Hodnet  Hall 
in  Shropshire.  Baptiz’d  ye  29°  foil : 

My  son  Henry,  born  Tuesday  May  29°  1711  a quarter  after  2 in  ye  morn : at 
Hodnet  hall  in  Shropshire.  Baptized  ye  2°  of  June  ffoll.

My  dear  childe  Hildebrand  dye’d  June  ye  29°  being  Thursday  between  12  & 1 
in  ye  morn : 1699. 

My  dear  childe  Richard  dye’d  at  Cheam  July  ye  5°  being  Friday  about  10  at 
night  & was  buried  in  ye  Parish  Church  aforesaid  on  Sunday  ye  7°  ditto  1700. 

My  daughter  Elizabeth  dye’d  at  Cheam  Sepr  26°  1702  being  Satterday  ab1  2 
afternoon  and  was  buried  in  ye  Parish  Church  aforesaid  on  Monday  ye  28  ditto. 

My  son  Thomas  dy’d  at  Hampsted  ffriday  April  12°  1706  and  was  buried  in 
Hampsted  Churchyard  ye  13°  instant. 

My  son  Henry  dye’d  at  Hodnet  hall  June  9°  ab*  11  at  night  being  Satterday. 
Buried  in  Hodnet  Chancell  Monday  Evening  foil:  being  ye  11°  instant. 

*My  ffather  dyed  November  14th  1734  about  10  at  night  aged  70  ye  24  Augst 
then  last  past  in  Great  Russell  Street,  Bloomsbury,  & was  interred  in  the  vaults 
under  Grosvenor  Chappell.  Entd  p.  Rob1  Andrews. 

*My  mother  dyed  in  Great  Russell  Street  17th  Dec1'  1749  aged  86  & was  buried 
in  my  vault  at  Hanwell.  R.  Andrews. 

*My  Bror  Rich'1  dyed  in  Great  Russell  Street  20th  of  Decr  1754  and  was  buried 
in  Hillingdon  Churchyard  by  his  own  desire. j (R.  Andrews.)

*My  Aunt  Mary  Andrews  died  Novr  yc  6th  1 781  f in  Mount  Street  and  was  buried 
in  the  vaults  at  Grosvenor  Chapel  the  10th  day  of  the  same  month. 


The  following  genealogical  memoranda  relating  to  the  Andrews  family  are 
copied  from  a Book  of  Common  Prayer,  printed  at  Cambridge  by  John  Hayes, 
Printer  to  the  University,  1683. 


I. 

On  the  outside  of  the  cover  are  stamped  in  gold  the  initials  J.A.  within  a wreath. 
Inside  is  written, — 

“ This  Book  was  Given  me  by  my  Dear  mother  Mre  Elizth  Andrew's. 

Rob1  Andrews.” 

And  by  the  side  of  the  armorial  bookplate  of  Robert  Andrews  (a  facsimile  of  which 
is  here  given),  is  written  this  further  memorandum  marking  the  devolution  of  the 
Book  of  Prayer  to  the  hands  of  William  Long,  Esq.,  of  Wrington,  co.  Somerset, 
through  Elizabeth  Hare  Joliffe,  his  late  wife,  who  received  it  from  her  aunt,  i.e. 
from  Elizabeth  Nott,  sister  to  Diana  Joliffe.  The  last  named  were  both  of  them 
granddaughters  of  the  above  Robert  Andrews. 


II. 

Then  secondly  upon  the  fly-leaves  of  the  same  book  are  entries  made  as  follow : — 

“ September  3d  1726.  I Robert  Andrews  was  married  at  Eccleston  church  near 
Eaton  in  the  County  of  Chester  (by  the  Rev4  Mr  Aubury)  to  Marg1  Pigot  second 
Daughter  of  Robt.  Pigot  of  Eaton  aforesaid  Esqr. ; I being  this  day  23  years  of 
age,  & my  wife  Marg1  23  years  of  age  the  30th  of  August  last  past. 

“ (1st)  Diana  Andrews  daughter  of  Robert  and  Margaret  Andrews  was  born 
on  the  10th  day  of  June  1727  being  Saturday  at  \ after  three  in  the  Afternoon  in 
Great  Russell  Street  Bloomsbury.  She  was  Baptized  15th  of  the  same  month  by 
the  Revud  Mr  Saunders  Curate  of  the  Parish  of  Sl  Giles’  in  the  Fields.  Sir  Richard 
Grosvenor  being  Godfather  & his  Lady  Diana  Grosvenor  & Mrs  Anne  Grosvenor 
his  Sister  being  Godmothers  (who  were  represented). 

“ (2.)  Thomas  Andrews  Son  of  the  abovesaid  Robert  & Margaret  Andrews  was 
born  on  the  7th  day  of  ffebruary  172f  being  fryday  at  Nine  in  the  morning,  in 
Great  Russell  Street  Bloomsbury.  Was  baptized  privately  by  the  Reverend  Mr 
Saunders  (Curate  of  the  Parish  of  S1  Giles’  in  the  fields)  on  Thursday  the  20th  of 
the  same  month,  & afterward s viz.  on  Monday  3d  of  March  1728  publickly.  Thos. 
Grosvenor  Esqr  & Rob1  Grosvenor  Esqr  being  Godfathers  & Mre  Grizel  Manwayring 
Godmother  (vTho  stood  in  person). 

“ (3.)  Elizabeth  Andrews  Daughter  of  Rob1  & Margaret  Andrews  was  born  on 
the  fifth  day  of  ffebruary  1 7?~  being  thursday  about  \ after  7 in  the  morning  in 
Great  Russell  Street  Bloomsbury  & was  baptized  on  Thursday  the  19th  of  the  same 
month  by  Mr  Burnett  Curate  of  Sl  Giles’  my  mother  Elizabeth  Andrews  & my  sister 
Elizabeth  Pigot  standing  Godmothers  in  person  with  my  Good  friend  Mr  Partington 
for  Godfather.  $ 

* These  two  entries  marked  * are  in  a lady’s  handwriting,  which  would  seem  to  be  that  of 
Catharine  Nott  (net:  Andrews),  who  handed  on  the  book  to  her  daughter  Elizabeth,  whose  name 
is  inscribed  over  the  vignette  on  its  title  page.

“ (4.)  Margarett  Andrews  daughter  of  Robert  & Margarett  Andrews  was  bom 
on  the  Monday  19th  July  1731  about  a quarter  before  10  at  night  in  Grosvenor 
Street  in  the  P’sh  of  S4  George  Hanover  Square  and  was  baptized  ou  Tuesday  the 
27th  day  of  the  same  July  by  the  Revnd  Mr  Newton  afternoon  Preacher  at  Grosvenor 
Chappell,  my  sister  Hurleston  & my  sister  Molly  Andrews  being  Godmothers  & 
my  Bror  Tom  Pigot  Godfather,  Mrs  Hurleston  was  represented  by  my  sister.  Betty 
Pigot,  & Tom  Pigot  by  my  Father  Andrews. 

“(5-)  Robert  Andrews,  Son  of  the  aforesaid  Robert  and  Margaret  Andrews 
was  born  on  Friday  the  1st  day  of  September  1732  about  a qr  before  Six  in  the 
Morning  in  Grosvenor  Street  in  the  Parish  of  St.  George’s  Hanover  Square  & was 
baptized  on  Monday  the  24th  day  of  the  same  September  by  the  Reverend  Mr  Tre- 
beek  Rector  of  the  sd  Parish  of  S4  George’s  Hanover  Square,  Robert  Myddelton  of 
Chirk  Castle  in  the  County  of  Denbigh  Esq1'  & Charles  Hurleston  of  Newton  in  the 
County  of  Chester  being  Godfathers  & Mrs  Jane  Grosvenor  wife  of  Rob1  Grosvenor 
Esqr  Godmother  who  were  represented  i.e.  Mr  Myddtn  by  Thos.  Waire  Esq1'  Mr 
Hurleston  by  myself,  & Mrs  Grosvenor  by  Mrs  Waire. 

“(6.)  Margaret  Andrews  Daughter  of  the  aforesaid  Rob1  & Marg-4  Andrews 
was  born  on  ffriday  the  28th  Day  of  December  1733  about  five  minutes  before 
8 o’clock  in  the  morning  in  Grosvenor  Street  in  the  Parish  of  St.  George  Hanover 
Square,  & was  Baptized  on  Thursday  the  17th  day  of  January  following  by  the 
Revd  Mr  Trebeck  Rector  of  the  said  Parish.  My  sister  Molly  Andrews  & Mrs 
Gertrude  Partington  wife  of  Mr  Edward  Partington  of  the  City  of  Chester  (who  was 
represented  by  my  mother)  being  Godmother,  & my  brother  Charles  Pigot  (who 
was  represented  by  myself ) being  Godfather. 

“ (7  & 8.)  Richard  Andrews  son  of  the  aforesaid  Rob1  & Marg4  Andrews  and 
Mary  Andrews  daughter  of  the  aforesaid  Rob1  & Marg4  Andrews  were  both  born  on 
Tuesday  28th  Jany  1734.  Richard  about  a quarter  before  7 in  the  morning  ; and 
Mary  about  an  hour  & a half  afterwards  in  Grosvenor  Street  in  the  parish  of  St. 
George  Hanover  Sqr.  They  were  both  privately  baptized  <sn  Friday  31st  of  same 
Jan5’  by  the  Revd  Mr  Trebeck  Rector  of  the  sd  parish.  Richard  died  on  the  same 
Friday  31st  Jany  1734  about  9 in  the  morning.  Mary  was  afterwards  baptized 
publickly  by  sd  Mr  Trebeck  on  Sunday  16th  feby  1734.  Mrs  Manwayring  standing 
Godmother  in  person,  & Mrs  Hurleston  (by  my  sister  Molly)  and  my  Father  Pigot 
Godfather  (by  me). 

“(9.)  Catherine  Andrews,  Daughter  of  the  aforesaid  Rob*  & Marg4  Andrews 
was  born  on  Tuesday  the  1st  day  of  June  1736  a £ before  10  in  ye  Morning  in 
Grosvenor  Street  in  ye  p’sh  of  S4  George  Hanover  Square,  & was  baptized  on  Friday 
ye  11th  day  of  June  following  by  the  Revnd  Mr  Trebeck  Rector  of  the  sd  parish, 
Mrs  Catherine  Walker  of  Whitehall  & my  sister  Molly  Andrews  being  Godmothers, 
& my  good  friend  Mr  Isaac  Hormor  Godfather. 

“ (10.)  Jane  Andrews  Daughter  of  the  aforesaid  Robert  & Margaret  Andrews 
was  born  on  Tuesday  July  the  19th  1737  ab4  j before  5 in  the  morning  in  Grosvenor 
St.  in  the  Parish  of  St.  George  Hanover  Sq.  & was  baptized  on  ffriday  the  12th  day 
of  August  following  by  the  Revd  Mr  Palmer  one  of  the  Curates  of  the  sd  parish, 
Mrs  Jane  Marten,  Wife  of  the  Revd  Edmund  Marten  D.D.  being  Godmother  (repre- 
sented by  Mrs  Manwayring)  & my  own  Mother  (represented  by  my  sister)  being 
Godmothers,  and  my  Father  Rob4  Pigot  Esq.  (represented  by  myself)  Godfather. 

“(11.)  Maria  Charlotta  Andrews  Daughter  of  the  aforesaid  Robert  & Margaret 
Andrews  was  born  on  Monday  the  31st  day  of  Jany  1742  about  \ before  7 in  the 
evening  in  Grosvenor  Street  in  the  parish  of  Saint  George  Hanover  Square,  and  was 
baptized  on  Friday  the  18th  Day  of  Febry  following  By  the  Rev.  Dr  Andrew  Trebeck 
Rector  of  the  said  Parish  The  Honble  Mrs  Anna  Maria  Egerton  being  one  of  her 
Godmothers  (represented  by  Miss  Jane  Trebeck)  and  Miss  Charlotte  Addison  being 
her  other  Godmother  (represented  by  Miss  Margarett  Lloyd)  and  my  Bror  in  Law 
Mr  Charles  Mytton  (represented  by  myself)  being  her  Godfather.” 
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III. 

Thirdly,  on  the  plain  leaves  at  the  end  of  the  same  Book  of  Common  Prayer  the 
entries  made  are  : — 

“ My  son  Thomas  dyed  July  2d  1729  aged  5 Months  & 4 days  of  the  Small  Pox 
& was  buried  the  3d  of  July  at  night  in  St.  Giles’  Churchyard  under  a Window  on 
the  South  Side. 

“My  Daughter  Margaret  died  Novr  18th  1731  of  Convulsions  at  Putney  about 
nine  in  the  Morning  and  was  buried  in  the  Churchyard  at  Putney  on  Saturday  the 
20th  of  the  same  month.  Aged  4 mo9  wanting  1 day. 

“ My  son  Richard  died  Jany  31st  1734  in  Grosvenor  Street  aged  3 days,  & was 
buried  in  the  best  burying  Ground  belonging  to  the  Parish  of  St.  George  Hanover 
Square  Feby  1st  1734. 

“My  Daughter  Mary  died  July  23d  1735  at  Nurse  in  Markett  Street  West- 
minster & was  buried  in  the  new  burying  ground  belonging  to  the  parish  of  St.  John 
the  Evangelist  Westm1'  July  25th  1735  aged  six  months  wanting  5 days. 

“ My  daughter  Jane  died  at  Nurse  at  Putney  in  the  county  of  Surry  Sept.  6th 
1737  aged  7 weeks  & was  buried  in  the  Churchyard  at  Putney  near  her  sister 
Margaret  on  Thursday  the  8th  of  the  same  month. 

“My  Daughter  Maria  Charlotta  dyed  ffeby  24th  1742  in  Grosvenor  street  aged 
3 weeks  & 4 days  & was  buried  in  the  best  burying  ground  belonging  to  the  parish 
of  St.  George  Hanover  Sqr  on  26th  of  same  month. 

“ My  Dear  Dear  Daur  Eliz : was  married  to  Mr  Thos  Partington  eldest  son  of 
my  late  worthy  ffriend  & her  Godfather  Edward  Partington  of  the  City  of  Chester 
Gent:  July  10th  1754  to  whom  she  brought  a son  in  July  1755,  who  died  in  the 
month,  as  did  its  dear  Mother  on  the  2d  day  of  August  following  to  the  unspeakable 
Grief  of  her  Parents.  She  was  buried  in  my  vault  in  Hanwell  Churchyard  the  9th 
Day  of  the  same  August,  & her  little  infant  removed  from  the  place  where  it  was 
interred  & put  into  the  same  vault  with  her.” 

Here  follow  in  a different  hand  six  entries  (doubtless  the  writing  of  Catharine 
Andrews  afterwards  Nott) : — 

“(1.)  My  dear  Father  died  at  his  house  at  East  Acton  in  the  County  of 
Middlesex  on  Saturday  ye  27th  Day  of  August  17G3  and  was  interred  on  Friday  the 
second  of  September  in  his  own  Vault  at  Hanwell. 

“ (2.)  My  dear  Mother  died  May  ye  23d  1779  in  Grosvenor  st.  & was  buried  on 
the  28th  Day  of  same  month  in  my  Father’s  vault  in  Hanwell  Churchyard. 

“ (3.)  My  dear  Sister  Margaret  Ashcroft  died  April  10th  1782. 

“ (4.)  My  Sister-in-law  Sarah  Andrews,  wife  of  my  Brother  the  Revd  Robert 
Andrews  died  in  April  1785  at  St.  Omer*  in  France  and  was  buried  there. 

“ (5.)  My  dear  Brother  Robert  Andrews  died  of  a Paralytic  stroke  on  Monday 
March  ye  25th  1793  at  12  o’clock  at  night,  at  his  house  at  Great  Ealing  Middx.  & 
was  buried  on  Tuesday  April  2d  in  the  Vault  at  Grosvenor  Chapel. 

“ (6.)  My  sister  Diana  Andrews  died  of  a long  & painful  illness  on  Thursday 
May  8th  1800  at  half-past  nine  in  the  morning  at  her  house  at  Great  Ealing  Middx, 
and  was  buried  on  Friday  May  16th  in  the  Family  Vault  at  Hanwell.” 

Here  is  again  a change  of  handwriting,  and  the  family  obituary  is  continued  by 
Elizabeth  Nott  (dau’r  of  the  preceding  writer)  as  follows  : — 

“ My  dear  Mother  Catherine  Nott  late  Andrews  died  after  a long  & painful  ill- 
ness on  Friday  Aug91  8th  1817  at  4 o’clock  in  the  morning  at  Bathford  near  Bath 
where  she  went  for  change  of  air  and  was  buried  on  Friday  Aug.  1 5th  in  Bathford 
churchyard,  near  the  south  side  of  the  Chancel.  The  last  survivor  of  the  Family.” 

In  the  same  hand  is  stated : “ Omitted  to  be  entered — Catherine  Andrews 
married  June  29th  17G6  to  Captu  John  Neale  Pleydell  Nott,  R.N.  of  Braydon, 
Cricklade,  Co.  Wilts  who  was  killed  in  action  while  Commanding  the  Centaur  off 
Martinique,  West  Indies  Ap1  1791.” 

* The  Rev.  Robert  Andrews,  as  I have  been  informed,  was  previously  Rector  of  Great  Ealing, 
Midx. ; but  about  this  time  either  resigned  the  living,  or  retired  from  the  active  discharge  of  its 
duties,  adjourning  to  St.  Omer,  where  his  two  youngest  children  were  bom,  and  where  as  we  see 
from  this  entry,  his  wife  ( nte  Sarah  Hawkins,  dau.  of  the  1st  Bart,  of  Kelston)  died. — F.J.P. 
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Ten  children,  of  whom  a son,  Otway  was 

bur.  at  Kelston,  16  Feb.  1820,  age  3.  Issue,  six  children. 
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
